FOB ECONOMY THAT MEANS SOMETHING 


There has been a great deal said concerning 


economy in government. Our President typifies this 
thought of economy. But we winder if some things 
are not overdone for the purpose of helping out "the 


'. press agent. For example, it is stated that there was 


seventeen hundred dollars saved by the President 
going as an ordinary citizen to Chicago in a Pullman 
car. 
Now, seventeen hundred dollars seems like a 


great amount of money and yet with more than one 
hundred millions of pepole, with the wealthiest na- 
tion in the world, there are some things beside which 
seventeen hundred dollars is really pretty small. 


The chief reason why the President should have 


the exclusiveness of a private car is for reasons of 
safety. Among the millions of people living in our 
country there are bound to be, in the aggregate, many 
insane, many cranks, many with fancied 
wrongs 


against the government, and the President usually 
typifies, in their mind, that government. TTe have 
had several assassinations and se% eral attempts at 
assassination and the highest degree of care should be 
exercised in protecting the person and life of our 
chief executive from any such danger. The dangers 
are infinitely more in an ordinary Pullman car than 
they are in a prn ate car where the same precaution 
is exercised as there would be in hi* own home at the 
White House. While \\ e all now rejoice that nothing 
happened, yet if anything had occurred, the condem- 
nation of the attempt to save a iittle money would 
Lave been general and pronounced.
